No, I do not think it necessary to import professional coaches to 
improve the standard of your play. Teach the schoolboys the game, — 
and you will be working on the right lines. 

That reminds me, I do not think the boys here are being quite 
trained in the right way. By that I do not mean that anything is being |

done wrongly, but that the grounds they are playing on are too big. 

These grounds which are 70 to 75 yards wide, do not make the boys | 
realise how Soccer should be played. It makes them kick the ball too } 
hard all the time, and does not give them a proper opportunity to exploit 
their individual ability. ; 

I believe that grounds should be made narrow for boys up to 15 
years of age—not more than 50 yards wide—after that age it doesn a : 
much matter. © oe 

The great object of every Soccer player should be to keep the ball 
on the ground. Then again, you do not zealise that the half-backs 
should be both advancers and attackers. You should, however, projit 
by the experience of seeing the Englishmen play, and in future develop 
on those lines.
